"b. Communist China . Economic research effort and the 
flow of intelligence materials on Communist China 
have increased, resulting in a better appreciation 
of Chinese Communist productive capabilities and of 
Sino-Soviet economic relationships. The fact that 
production data were available to us before the 
Chinese Communists took over in 1949 facilitates the 
analysis of intelligence on China and of Communist 
statistical reports received since the Communist 
take-over. The output of the basic industries, such 
as electric power, iron and steel, is reasonably 
well-established. Further information and research 
are required to determine agricultural and handicraft 
output, chemical and munitions output, transportation 
capabilities, and overall per capita consumption.

"3. In order to coordinate more effectively intelligence 
collection with outstanding requirements and capabilities, a 
program designed to give better guidance to the field is 
being completed. Although deficiencies in the quality of 
information and the specific coverage of priority targets 
still exist, an overall increase in the quantity of intelli- 
gence is noted, 

"4. In certain categories, however, the quality of intelli- 
gence produced on the USSR has greatly improved. Intelligence 
of the highest strategic significance has been produced on 
doctrine covering Red Army tactics and organizat ion, and on 
the wartime use of nuclear weapons by the Red Army," 
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
